FRANK A. ROBBINS SHOW 


Inaugurates Season at Jersey City, April 26, Under Favor- 
able Conditions—Outfit this Season Gives Evidences 
of Many Additions and General Improvement 


Robins are the true harbingers of Spring. 
Every husbandman and farmer rejoices at the 
@rst sight of the welcome little creatures. New 
Pi is twice blessed in this respect, especially 
ope Testy little town situated across the East 
Biver from New York City. Yes, Jersey City 
elaims as a citizen, one harbinger that for 
thirty-one years has never failed to introduce 
the mild weather. 

He is no other than the well-known, far- 
liked showman, Frank A. Robbins, proprietor 
of the show by the same name, that for over 
ope score and ten years has proudly claimed 
the mosquito state as its native home. In fact, 
New Jersey would not respond to the presence 
of a circus near so readily, if our good friend 
Frank A. were not to start the season off and 
kindle, as it were the circus fever anew an- 


y. 

It was with a mixed reverence and pride 
that the Governor, as he is affectionately titled. 
tmaugurated his 1911 season on the same lot that 
be occupied in Jersey City two years ago, begin- 
sing his forty-first year of active official interest 
to the circus business, a period of time through 
@which Mr. Robbins has built up a store of 
friends and acquaintances that have ever been 
glad to claim his intimacy. His kindly manner 
and generous nature have placed him on an 
enviable pedestal of showmanship. 

For the past couple of weeks the weather in 
this section of the Atlantic border had shown 
g0 signs of mitigation from the usual standard 
of April conditions. Plenty of rain, spells of 
commingled rain and snow, cold unpleasant 
Winds and suniess skies had marked the month 
almost to the day of the opening. But, Wed- 
gesday, April 26, dawned bright and springlike 
with weather conditions prevailing such as draw 
the lazy werm from his seclusion, gives life to 
the latent insect larva and calls forth the 
brotherhood of birds to joyous song. The open- 
ing dav was ideal—for a circus—just such as 
every show wishes but seldom receives.

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The inauguration of the Great Adam Forepaugiu 
and Sells Bros.’ Show, at Vincennes,, Wednesday, 
April 26, occurred under the most propitious con- 
ditions, Ideal weather prevailed, and the open 
ing performances were given without any serious 
mishap to mar the pleasure of the attending 
audiences or cause the promoter of this show 
the slightest anxiety. The sun was out strong 
and the fan boys disposed of their wares early 
in the afternoon, 

Before giving a description of this circus, I 
must pause long enough to congratulate Mr. Al. 
Ringling upon his most excellent enterprise. 
The harmonious spirit of fraternity, the atmos 
phere of hospitality which prevails around this 
show, and the precision with which each depart 
ment does its work, bespeaks in eloquent terms 
of the aggressive ability and perfect control with 
which this show is managed. The 
movement with which this show is carried on, 
indicates to the most casual observer that bebind 
this mighty enterprise there is one whose pa 
tience aul stamina is inexhaustible, and whose 
wilt indomitable. . 

In order that a clear and concise understand 
ing of bow well managed this show may b> 
conveyed to the reader, 1 will begin by reporting 
all that I observed from the time of my arrival 
uutil leaving the grounds. Promptly at ten 
o'clock in tie morning, the parade started from 
the circus grounds under the supervision of 
William O'Deil. This gentleman shouid feel ex 
ceedingly happy at the complete success of the 
parade Although Vincennes boasts of only a 
population of fifteen thousand, the streets of that 
city on April 26 were crowded to metropolitan 
proportions, amd the spectators were not lacking 
in appreciation por entausiasm. All the line of 
march could be heard outbursis of applause as 
the beautiful pageant wended its way through 
the streets of uistoric Vincennes. The first baud 
wagon, drawn by ten gray stallions. in which 
Were seated the bright uniformed. musicians, uo 
der the direction of John Richards, were greeted 
by “‘als"’ and “‘ohs’’ and prodigious hand-ciap 
ping. In all, the parade bad twenty-nine wagons 
in addition to many other features. 

The line-up, as it appeared, follows: Richards’ 
band of tuirty-five pieces, followed by tive 
wagons of varied decorations and colors. Roy D. 
Haver’s band, the members of which were clad 
in orange-colored costumes, with helmets of the 
same line, followed. Next 


same three wagons, 
followed by ihe tableauxx wagons, the first of 
which represents the far North in winter. On 
this wageu is painted in gold theslikenesses of 


the northern reindeer. ‘Lhe driver wears a typi 
cal Russian cosiume, and the wagon was drawn 
by twenty Shetland ponies. Two Roman chariots 
followed next. Wagon No.<14 contained James 
Wolfseale, with bis colored nhusicians, costumed 
in garments of yellow and green. This was fol 


lowed by three more wagons, and then came 
eighteen female couriers, in costumes of red 
and black, trimmed in silver. ‘The next visuai 
delight was three magnificent animal wagons, 
which were closely followed by the clown band, 
led by lred Walton. The laughter created by 


this ensemble of mimics well-mgh drowned the 
music. Next same the den of lions, roarine at 
the top of their voices, as if desiring to partici- 
pate in the general acclamation ‘of appiause. 
Five more wagons, followed by a tableau rep-- 
resenting Kgypt, and drawn by eight camels in 
full harness, were followed by two more cages 
of animals, directly in front of Chas. Menthen- 
hall's band of twelve pieces. The musicians in 
this band were clad in canary-colored uniforms. 
Eighteen male couriers on horseback, in ye low 
and black costumes, preceded three wagons, 
which were brought up in the rear py a herd of 
fourteen elephants, and the calliope, the key- 
board of which is presided over by Prof. Joe 
Gifford. This last conveyance, although it dis- 
seminated that indescribable music which can 
only be drawn from a callipe was the only un- 


popular wagon in the parade and it was un- 
popular only because it told that the end had 
arrived 


Although the streets of Vincennes are 
narrow and not of the 
parade moved on smoothly without a singie stop. 
Not a single open space which sometimes mars 
otherwise beautiful parades could be seen at any 
time along the route, 

Returning to the show grounds, where stood 
the white city of canvas, constructed by Thom- 
son and Vandiveer, of Cincinnati, a thrill of de- 
light passed through the visitors when the an- 
nouncement came forth that the free act would 
mext be given.

The libretto deals with a small band of stroll- 
ing players, and suggests at times Pagliacci, 
and at times the circus scene from The Bartered 
Bride, to say nothing of Trovatore. Briefly, 
it tells the story of an actress who marries a 
baron, and who finds it necessary to leave her 
child in the meantime in the care of a traveling 
theatrical troupe. The child is lost for a num- 
ber of years, but in the end, of course, every- 
thing is arranged satisfactorily. 

The dialogue is amusing, and a number of 
scenes in which the strolling players participate 
make the piece an exceedingly gay one. 

The music of the first act is almost all of it 
delightful; that of the second is on a somewhat 
lower level, and there is little music in the third 
act. There are three or four songs in the piece 
which stand out, however, and will probably 
haunt the ears of those who heard the piece. The 
first of these is the Chanson des Saitimbanques, 
sung by Pingonin in the first act. It bears the 
same relation to this score that the Song of the 
Flute bears to the score of Hans. At the end 
of the first act there is a waltz, C’Est l’ Amour, 
which is very catching in its refrain. This ie 
heard again in the entre acte. A military march 
is the main feature of the second act, and an- 
other waltz, sung by Marion in the third act, 
is very pretty. 

There are many attractive duets, trios, and 
quartets, and there are others molded in that 
sentimental and rather banal form so popular 
in a certain genre of French operetta. 

Both the finales of the first and second acta 
had to be repeated, and when the curtain rose 
a second time on the first finale the conductor 
led the band first in the Italian national an- 
them and then In The Star Spangled Banner.

HiSTORIC HOME BURNED. 


New Rochelle, N. Y., April 26 (Special to 
The Biliboard).—The Sicard homestead, one of 
the oldest houses in New Rochelle, was burned 
in the presence of 3.000 spectators to furnish 
a #pectacle for a motion picture concern. There 
were enacted the rescue of a child and the work 
of a village bucket brigade, while a ‘‘mournful 
family’’ viewed the ruins when the house was a 
mass of cinders. 

The house was erected about 1700 by the Sic 
ard family, which was among the Huguenots 
who settled New Rochelle. When John H. Tre 
nor, who at one time was dancing master to 
New York's exclusive set, retired and came to 
New Rochelle, thirty years ago. he purchased 
the place. The plot on which the house stood 
was sold recently for a site for St. Paul's 
Episcopal Church.

| from the building inspector to open a new the 
atre., The new law states that a new moving 
picture theatre can only be erected by the 
consent of the Council. The idea of the law is 
| to restrict these theatres in the residential sec 
|; tion and to prevent them from adjoining 
churches. In order-to erect a new moving pic- 
| ture theatre, the applicant must obtain the sanc- 
| tion of the City Council. 

The application is advertised in the news 
| papers once a week for fifteen days and then 
| as the application is in the hands of a specified 
| council committee a public hearing is called to 
| act on the application. If the application meets 
| with public approval the theatre can be con- 
| structed. The theatres will also be affected by 
| the new segregation law which stipulates that 
the owner must é@tate in bis application whether 
the building will be occupied by white or col- 
ored people. The latter ordinance is now more 
stringent than before. The law prevents negroes 
from moving into a block already occupied by 
whites and the owner before leasing prope 
to tenants must state whether the building wil! 
be occupied by white or colored people. 


LICENSE TRANSFER ALLOWED.

They will have a plant for making their own 
waters, and will also have their own electric 
light plant, that will generate light for thelr 
two theatres in tae same block, and there will 
be used in this building alone more than 16,000 
electric lights.

WILL ATTEMPT LONG FLIGHT. 


Hancock, Mich., April 29 (Special to The 
Billboard).—A flight of 1,045 miles in twenty- 
six hours, from Columbia, 8. C., to Hancock, 


undoubtedly the longest and swiftest aerial voy- 
age ever attempted by a bird man, will be un- 
dertaken by V. E. Jossenberger, if negotiations 
bow pending with the Greater Hancock Club 
come to a successful conclusion, 

Jossenberger, inventor and builder of 
‘“Deroplane,’’ proposes to sail his giant craft 
from the factory at Columbia, 8. C., to Hancock, 
next July, should he be engaged to give exhi- 
bition flights here during the Semi-Centennial 
Home Coming which is planned to mark the 
fiftieth anniversary of the Copper Country city. 
The inventor states that he can transport bis 
machine under its own power at less expense 
than he could ship it by rail, and that the thou- 
sand mile flight would be merely an incident to 
the exhibition of the machine in this city. 

In his long aerial jaunt, Jossenberger would 
sai! over seven states, three mountain ranges, 
and one of the largest inland seas—Lake Mich- 
igan He engages to make the voyage at an 
average speed of forty miles an hour, and to 
make but one stop for fuel and supplies. The 
entire journey, he estimates, would consume 
only a trifle over twenty-six hours. 

Josscnberger appears to be in earnest. and 
is willing to post a large forfeit guaranteeing 
the successful performance of the feat. He 
States that he now has pending an offer of 
$10.000 from the Japanese Government for the 
exclusive manufacture of his machine in Nip- 
per for military purposes, He also recently 
signed a contract to fly over Niagara Falle and 
thence’ across Lake Ontario to the Dominion. 
Lester he contemplates a flight from ocean to 
ocean, which, he professes, he ¢an make in 
four days, with not more than six stops’ for 
supplies. 

Jossenberger’s machine, which fs a monster 
as compared with other flying contrivances, em- 
bodies all the good points of the aeroplane and 
the Zeppelin dirigible. There is included a gas 
envelope in addition to the planes, If the 
planes fai] to work. the gas envelope wil! sup- 
port a weight of 800 pounds.

The annual childred’s parade, im which the 
hers and girls from the public Is. to the 
pumber of ten thousand will appear in street 
drills, maneuvers, intricate formations and liv 
ng picture poses, is one of the most beautiful 
of all the festival events. 

Of a widely different character, but fully as 
ittractive and inspiring, is the novel ‘Shower 
f Roses."’ This consists‘ of a train of six 
street cars, loaded with millions of rose buds, 
blooms and petals, manned by one hundred 
young women and girls, who pelt the thousands 
spectators along the line of march with this 
fragrant and multi-colored ammunition This 
shower covers more than fifty blocks in the 
central business section, and last year was 
viewed by fully 150,000 people. Its spectacular 
effect Is heightened when the throngs along the 
sireets scoops up the flowers from the pavement 
and engage in a hand-to-hand bombardment 
with the fair young flower girls. 

Two of the other parades are noteworthy for 
the enormous and most inconceivable number of 
roses used in their decorative effects One is 
the horse and carriage parade, conducted under 
the united auspices of the Portland Hunt Club 
and the Riverside Driving Association In this 
procession nearly 400 fine blooded and exquisitely 
trained steeds appear, gaily garlanded with 
wreaths and festoons of roses, and ridden by the 
men, women and children of the Hunt Club. 
The vehicle section contains several hundred of 
the smartest turn-outs and equipages in the 
Whole Northwest, together with elaborate floats 
and fully 3,000,000 roses cut from the Portland 
gardens are consumed in this one pageant. Its 
length is usually about five miles. 

In the automobile parade, more than 1,000 
ears are entered for the handsome cash prizes 
and trophies offered, and it is given by the 
Portland Automobile Club, the largest organ 
ization of its kind in the Northwest. A year 
ago individual motor cars were bedecked with as 
high as 10,000 roses and the whole line of 
march as a bewildering panoraina of floral splen- 
doer This year’s turn-out will be more lav- 
ish than ever,
